Wireless Brings Aid 
Saving 521 Souls, 


TEN SHIPS 
RESPOND. 


Stem Promts Rescue of 


Who Perished. 


TIOUSAKDS SEE TRAGEDY. 


Call For Aid From Blazing Liner An- 


swered 
Quickly—Passengers 
Who 


Were Saved Now on Way to Port* 
In Various Part* of the World—Cap- 
tain o* Carmania, One of Rescue 
Ships, Tails Thrilling Story of Catas- 
trophe at Sea. 


The steamship Volturno of the Ura 


nrum 
line, commanded by Captain 


Francis Inch, was destroyed by fire at 
aea. Between 136 and 247 lives were 
lost. 


Ten steamships, eight of them great 


ocean liners laden with passengers 
*ere called to her aid by the wireless 


They stood by her during a storm 


that smashed lifeboats as soon as they 
•were launched 


Most of the passengers who lost theii 


lives were killed or drowned when foui 
out of six lifeboats of the Volturno 
were crushed in launching 


The Volturno was lost almost at the 


•exact place in the ocean where the Ti- 
tanic was destroyed. 


Thousands of passengers on the great 


Users watched the burning of the ship 
•"d prayed while those who were aft 
«pward rescued huddled aft aboard the 
Volturno 


The Volturno was from Rotterdam to 


New York, via Halifax. She carried 
MO or 640 steerage passengers, twenty- 
four first cabin passengers and a crew 
of ninety-three. 


The ten ships saved 5] 1 or 520 o 


them, and fhey were alternately smoth 
ered by spray and suffocated by smoke 
Most of the passengers In the boats 
were women. 


"We could see men lashed to the aft- 


er rail facing death with a-kind of 
frantic despair. There were a number 
of children in the boats. Alternately 
Jhe victims wept, prayed or shouted in 
their helpless and apparent doom. It 
was a situation to blot out human rea- 
son 


"Shortly after ** arrived several 


other liners which had previously ac- 
knowledged our 'S O S' calls came up 
The seas were very high, and a treach- 
erous wind made it dangerous to ven- 
ture too near to the burning ship. That 
was the situation when darkness set- 
tled. The Carmania and other liners 
turned their flashlights upon the seas 
iround the Volturno, hoping thus to 
keep watch for passengers who leaped 
or were thrown by the violent rolling 
of the ship into the water 


"The passengers upon the Carmania 


and her sister ships in the rescue fieet 
crowded upon the decks and, despite 
he wind and rain and dangers from 
mighty combers which occasionally 
wept the vessels, stood at the rail, 
overcome with emotion at the sad 
cene before them At intervals across 
he water came the lamentations of 
he passengers on the flaming ship 
"Life buoys with lights attached n ere 
:n own into the water in hope thnt 
ley might offer n mean-, of support to 
n> of the passengers who had gone 
verboard 
"The burning vessel scattered live 
Jarks upon the water in sprays Thp 
ky was black as pitrh with no moon 
r stars showlne 
The Atlantic was 


tumbling in furrows, as she only can 
torn by an autumnal North Atlantic 
storm. 


Work of Rescue Halts. 


"Shortly after 9 o'clock a mass of

Story From Carmania. 


Liverpool, Oct. IS.—A thrilling story 


Of the *nal hours of the Uranium liner 
voltunw, which was burned In mid- 
Atlantic, was gleaned from a wireless 
message received here from Captain 
B«rr of the Canard liner Carmania, 
•which was the first ship to respond to 
th* trtrelea* calls of the Voltnrno. It 
i* «n «plc of tragedy. The story fol- 
low*? 


"On Thursday, while making our 


way through a gale, the Carmania 
•Ubed up the following '8 O S' call- 


""Come quick; ship aflre; fear we are 
•loomed.' 


"That was the plea which came out 


of the *tonn. We immediately secured 
the location of the burning ship, which 
wa* directly in the steamer lane. Ex 
*ra stokers were ordered into the en- 
gine worn, and then began a wild race 
•of seventy-eight miles which separated 
*Js from the ill fated ship. 


"Human life was the reward of V!L 


tory; death in Its most horrible form 
the penalty of defeat In spite of th 
winds which beat against her and th 
rolling seas into which she plunged 
the stanch Carmania worked up to 
•peed of over twenty knots an hour 
Part of the time the racing propellers 
spinning with the speed of pinwheela 
were completely out of water as th, 
waves rose and fell 


"Standing upon the bridge, I awaited 


eagerly the first sign of the burning 
•hip About four hours after we picket 
np the call for help we could see from 
the bridge the blurred ship, wrapped ii 
flame, si»oke and fog, roiling in the 
heavy sens. In the meantime during 
the hours thnt we had been rushing to 
t*« rescue the wireless operator had 
kept up an incessant call, notifying all 
liners within range of the plight and 
position of the Volturno. 


'The Volturno was a seething mass 


of flames from her bow to the waist 
She was pitching and rolling drunk 


night most of the Inflammable material 
had been consumed and the flames ap- 
parently were subsiding. In a sense 
the storm was a sort of blessing, for it 
kept drenching the ship with spray 
thus making the exposed woodwork a 
difficult fuel. At daybreak the flames 
had died out to a great extent. Imme- 
diately after dawn work of rescue be 
gan. 


"The wind had fallen somewhat, and 


the seas were not so high, which was a 
factor In our favor Over the sides of 
the liners ranged about the burning 
ship went lifeboat after lifeboat man 
ned by sturdy fellows, who were pre- 
pared to risk their lives for the help 
less ones on the Volturno. 


"The task of compiling a list of those 


rescued and missing was difficult The 
vessels In the rescue fleet were bound 
for different ports." 


Estimates of Dead Vary. 


Of the 657 or 787 passengers bound 


from Rotterdam to New York 621 or 
511 were saved. They were saved 
through the use of the wireless, which 
brought to the side of the burning ship 
ten great ocean liners. The survivors 
are now aboard the ten. bound for dif 
ferent ports. The estimate of tbe dead 
ranges from 136 to 246. 


A more heart gripping etory of the 


perils of the sea would be bard to im 
aglne than the one of the in fated Vol 
turno. The full story never will be 
Written, because the one* who could 
tall it best are dead—either burned to 
death or drowned endeavoring to leave 
he ship in the mountainous seas that

Wireless Brings Aid 
Saving 521 Souls, 


TEN SHIPS 
RESPOND. 


Stem Promts Rescue of 


Who Perished. 


TIOUSAKDS SEE TRAGEDY. 


Call For Aid From Blazing Liner An- 


swered 
Quickly—Passengers 
Who 


Were Saved Now on Way to Port* 
In Various Part* of the World—Cap- 
tain o* Carmania, One of Rescue 
Ships, Tails Thrilling Story of Catas- 
trophe at Sea. 


The steamship Volturno of the Ura 


nrum 
line, commanded by Captain 


Francis Inch, was destroyed by fire at 
aea. Between 136 and 247 lives were 
lost. 


Ten steamships, eight of them great 


ocean liners laden with passengers 
*ere called to her aid by the wireless 


They stood by her during a storm 


that smashed lifeboats as soon as they 
•were launched 


Most of the passengers who lost theii 


lives were killed or drowned when foui 
out of six lifeboats of the Volturno 
were crushed in launching 


The Volturno was lost almost at the 


•exact place in the ocean where the Ti- 
tanic was destroyed. 


Thousands of passengers on the great 


Users watched the burning of the ship 
•"d prayed while those who were aft 
«pward rescued huddled aft aboard the 
Volturno 


The Volturno was from Rotterdam to 


New York, via Halifax. She carried 
MO or 640 steerage passengers, twenty- 
four first cabin passengers and a crew 
of ninety-three. 


The ten ships saved 5] 1 or 520 o 


them, and fhey were alternately smoth 
ered by spray and suffocated by smoke 
Most of the passengers In the boats 
were women. 


"We could see men lashed to the aft- 


er rail facing death with a-kind of 
frantic despair. There were a number 
of children in the boats. Alternately 
Jhe victims wept, prayed or shouted in 
their helpless and apparent doom. It 
was a situation to blot out human rea- 
son 


"Shortly after ** arrived several 


other liners which had previously ac- 
knowledged our 'S O S' calls came up 
The seas were very high, and a treach- 
erous wind made it dangerous to ven- 
ture too near to the burning ship. That 
was the situation when darkness set- 
tled. The Carmania and other liners 
turned their flashlights upon the seas 
iround the Volturno, hoping thus to 
keep watch for passengers who leaped 
or were thrown by the violent rolling 
of the ship into the water 


"The passengers upon the Carmania 


and her sister ships in the rescue fieet 
crowded upon the decks and, despite 
he wind and rain and dangers from 
mighty combers which occasionally 
wept the vessels, stood at the rail, 
overcome with emotion at the sad 
cene before them At intervals across 
he water came the lamentations of 
he passengers on the flaming ship 
"Life buoys with lights attached n ere 
:n own into the water in hope thnt 
ley might offer n mean-, of support to 
n> of the passengers who had gone 
verboard 
"The burning vessel scattered live 
Jarks upon the water in sprays Thp 
ky was black as pitrh with no moon 
r stars showlne 
The Atlantic was 


tumbling in furrows, as she only can 
torn by an autumnal North Atlantic 
storm.

Story From Carmania. 


Liverpool, Oct. IS.—A thrilling story 


Of the *nal hours of the Uranium liner 
voltunw, which was burned In mid- 
Atlantic, was gleaned from a wireless 
message received here from Captain 
B«rr of the Canard liner Carmania, 
•which was the first ship to respond to 
th* trtrelea* calls of the Voltnrno. It 
i* «n «plc of tragedy. The story fol- 
low*? 


"On Thursday, while making our 


way through a gale, the Carmania 
•Ubed up the following '8 O S' call- 


""Come quick; ship aflre; fear we are 
•loomed.' 


"That was the plea which came out 


of the *tonn. We immediately secured 
the location of the burning ship, which 
wa* directly in the steamer lane. Ex 
*ra stokers were ordered into the en- 
gine worn, and then began a wild race 
•of seventy-eight miles which separated 
*Js from the ill fated ship. 


"Human life was the reward of V!L 


tory; death in Its most horrible form 
the penalty of defeat In spite of th 
winds which beat against her and th 
rolling seas into which she plunged 
the stanch Carmania worked up to 
•peed of over twenty knots an hour 
Part of the time the racing propellers 
spinning with the speed of pinwheela 
were completely out of water as th, 
waves rose and fell 


"Standing upon the bridge, I awaited 


eagerly the first sign of the burning 
•hip About four hours after we picket 
np the call for help we could see from 
the bridge the blurred ship, wrapped ii 
flame, si»oke and fog, roiling in the 
heavy sens. In the meantime during 
the hours thnt we had been rushing to 
t*« rescue the wireless operator had 
kept up an incessant call, notifying all 
liners within range of the plight and 
position of the Volturno. 


'The Volturno was a seething mass 


of flames from her bow to the waist 
She was pitching and rolling drunk 


night most of the Inflammable material 
had been consumed and the flames ap- 
parently were subsiding. In a sense 
the storm was a sort of blessing, for it 
kept drenching the ship with spray 
thus making the exposed woodwork a 
difficult fuel. At daybreak the flames 
had died out to a great extent. Imme- 
diately after dawn work of rescue be 
gan. 


"The wind had fallen somewhat, and 


the seas were not so high, which was a 
factor In our favor Over the sides of 
the liners ranged about the burning 
ship went lifeboat after lifeboat man 
ned by sturdy fellows, who were pre- 
pared to risk their lives for the help 
less ones on the Volturno. 


"The task of compiling a list of those 


rescued and missing was difficult The 
vessels In the rescue fleet were bound 
for different ports." 


Estimates of Dead Vary. 


Of the 657 or 787 passengers bound 


from Rotterdam to New York 621 or 
511 were saved. They were saved 
through the use of the wireless, which 
brought to the side of the burning ship 
ten great ocean liners. The survivors 
are now aboard the ten. bound for dif 
ferent ports. The estimate of tbe dead 
ranges from 136 to 246. 


A more heart gripping etory of the
